his last report on the trade of his dis- 
trict states that a concession for a rail- 


way from Jaffa to Jerusalem has been , 


granted by tho sultan to Mr. Joseph 
Navon, an Ottoman subject, for seventy- 
one yeors. It is stated that a company 
has been formed in England and France 
to carry out the scheme, and that the 
engineers are soon expected to under- 
take the work, The carriage road be- 
tween Jaffa and Jerusalem has been 
greatly improved, The government sold 
last year the income from the toll of the 
road for £2,085, us compared with £1,- 
$12 the year before last, which shows an 
increase in the traffie. The Jewish col- 
onies in Palestine are greatly improving; 
ene of them, which is called Richon le 
Zion, has planted about 2,000,000 vines, 
all promising well, The colonists are 
good laborers; nearly all their land is 
enltivated. The greater part of them 
are Turkish subjects, and are all subject 
to the laws of the country.—London
